It. SUMMARY OF ACTIVITY: a. The undersigned called on the attorney representing

matter re the JBHOMER caretaker at the Wangness Estate. 
An investigation of the records demonstrated the 
justification of this claim amounting to 200 DMs per 
month. A prompt settlement was accordingly made.

o. On 2 9 August wprd was passed to the writer that four 
trainees at the School suffering from contageous diseases 
would be unable to receive the necessary penicillen 
injections that night or over the Labor-day week-end. 

This gap in the schedule of severe treatments prescribed 
would have invalidated the effects of all previous doses. 
The medical officer was away on duty at the time at 
another station which precluded obtaining a release of 
this type of medicine requiring the signature of an 
officer on extended active duty. The writer hopped on 
board the company truck, the "Black Maria", with a school 
driver, seated the U patients inside and drove 30 miles 
to the General Hospital . The treatment was given and 
supplies were released* on affidavit of the writer's 
signature and AGO card. Returned to FJLAUGH on 30 
August * 

a. From this report it can be seen that two-thirds of 
the writer's time is away from a desk, consequently it is 
of the utmost importance to have a secretary to handle 
the written work, make out reports, answer calls, arrange 
appointments, etc. 

b. If the Wangness Estate can be purchased, I recommend 

that security be strengthened by erecting an inner wire 
fence to circumscribe the present main house and training 
pit in a narrower circumference than the actual boundary 
now prescribed by title. This will double the Intruder- 
Shut^Out precaution without sacrificing or over-taxing 
training area facilities. 



c. Some more drastic personnel recruiting and clearance 
in HTCURIO is required if support to these School cooks 
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is to be made available in time to be of any use, in the 
training program. One cook on his feet 12 to Hi hours per 
day to handle meals for 30 men is inviting collapse and 
‘failure. I strongly recommend assistance in correcting 
this lack of support in the kitchen staff channels.
